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TRADING WITH BED CHINA 

Hope cannot be said to be too bright that 
U N Secretary Oeneral DaB Hammarskjolcl 
will win freedom for the ■ 11 American tilr- 
mcn Imprisoned as "spies" when he goes to 
Pelplne to talk with the red Chinese. . 

In his ntesssge to Httmninrskjoltl on the 
Issue Chinese Premier Chou En-lai blaatetl 
the U. N. for condemning the Imprisonment. 

The rcda may or may not feel that this cose, 
coolccd up to humiliate America In Asian 
eyes and impress the home citlienry, has 
bacWJrcd as « propaganda device. But cer- 
tainly, In the coming talks, they arc not likely 
to approve a deal that robs them of all face. 

Hints have been tossed out by the Chinese 
radio that they might accept a trade involv- 
ing 35 Chinese students now in the United 
States but denied exit permits to China by our ■ 
government. 

■ Still, Chou's rough language on the sub- 
ject of tho alleged "spies" suggests he would 
not yield these men In exchange for tho stu- 
dents but might favor a trade affecting other 
Americans held In China. Altogether there 
(iro an estimated 520 war prisoners and others 
there, with nonD but the controversial 11 air- 
men and two civilians charged with spying. 

Naturally enough, the United States wants 
them all, including the publicized 13. Since 
' they are held lllcgatly. we believe we are cn- 
^tltled to get them back as a matter of right. 
In a world where moral principle stood 
suprcpie, we undoubtedly would so Insist, 
brushing aside any sordid trading In Human 
lives. 

But moral principle does not rclgn In a 
world peopled by communists bent on con- 
quest. Hard, practical considerations govern. 
When you are dealing with a kidnaper, you 
pay the ransom first and try to catch him 
later. 

Most of us, In these circumstances, could 
SCO no good reason, why we should not part 
with 35 Chinese students who are being 
denied permits simply because they are be- 
lieved^ to have acquired certain technical 
£klU^ and knowledge that might be useful to 
a hostile China. 

Furthennorc. even thoogh^the students are 
allowed to roam U, S. streets without re- 
straint, wo might be put Into a difficult posi- 
tion before worjfl opinion If we continued 
to hold them In this country against their 
will. 

■ Perhaps the communists may surprise us 
and propose an exchange Iricludlng the dis- 
puted 11 fliers. If not, we probably would 
listen to any reasonable proposition Involving 
a substantial number of other imprisoned 
Americans In a trade. 

That would still leave the plight of the 
falsely accused airmen unsolved, and'would 
place on us the burden of devising some other 
practical way ot exerting hard leverage on 
the ruthless Chinese. But that wa,-; where wo 
were before the 35 students ever were heard 
of.

TEST OF LIVING 

Not long back an American playwright 
wrote a play In which half a dozen middle- 
aged people, Kathcred together more or less 
accidentally, found themselves taking stock 
of their lives up to that time. 

All of them realized with somethlnc ot a 
shock that they had not accomplLshed much, 
that fame and greatness had eluded them, 
that their lives were empty of "biK moments." 

Tinally, one man says, with a sad percep- 
tion of a blunt tnith: 

"There are no big moments unlos-i you have 
a pile of small moments to build upon." 

What he meant was that for most of us 
achievement, follows only upon painstaking 
. preparation. Greatness Is seldom a thing of 
quick, flashing inspiration, except in some 
kinds of artistic endeavor. 

The man who goes-. through life pursuing 
the. "big moment" imiy exhaust himself In 
the chase If he docnjiot understand that the, 
laborious building up of small moments b ihc 
only sure course. Without thi.-;, he will look 
back at 50 upon a UId that seems a barren 
wasteland. 

■ For many of u.'i. no doubt, there can never 
be anything but .■small moments. We can pile 
them up. but we cannot erect a bigRpr edifice 
upon them. 

■This should not move us to deep regret. The 
. big moments, and the grcal, men, are few. 
The test of living Is the ability to make the 
mo.st of the small momen^, to pu.'ih life to 
the farthest hoHzons permitted by one's 
limitations. 

As there arc no great moment.-;, without a 
base of smaller ones, so there are no great 
men without the vast accumulalcd accom- 
plLshmenUs and experience of .smaller ones to 
draw upon. 

We are all part of the lonR bridge of time, 
of human history. Without our m.i.wive total 
outpouring ot ellort. there would be no na- 
tion, no civilisation, nothing from which 
greatness could .spring. 

■ No one who- builds good character in him- 
self, who lovingly tends the growth and se- 
curity of his family, who devotes full energies 
to his work and im pleasure, ought ever to 
fear that his life will .seem a desert. 

If he docs all these thing.s, even though 
greatness may never touch him. he will make 
a great contribution to the world !ic lives in. 
He will be Just one stone in the long bridge, 
looking -very fiiuch like the one alongside. 

But without that stone, and the next, and 
the next, the endless span would crumble and 
there would bo no support for human life on 
this planet. Every single stone has iLs place.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 31 «V-The 
defense department reported yester- 
day that In the two years ended last 
June 30 It cut military msntxjwer 
strength by S per cent and civilian 
rolls by 8 per cent, ah without 
weakening combat power. 

The report was made to a house 
civil service subcommittee headed 
by Rep. Corbelt, R., Pa., which has 
been studyine the military's use -' 
manpower. 

Corbett said In an aceompinying 
sUtement that the military; tor the 
two years ending next June 30, had 
found 313,000 uniformed and civil- 
ian pMlllons "unnecessary to the 
aceompllsliment of their primary 
defense obJective-V* with a result- 
ing saving ot tome BOO million dol- 
lars a year. . .

Tlie figures used, by Corbett were 
nol In tlie defense department's re- 
port as published by the subcom- 
mittee. The sun'ey did nol deal with 
the Pentagon's future announced 
manpower cuts or its proposed 
draft-reserve program.

"unnecessary" Jobs were "ellher 
.■"cpsraled from duty or transferred 
lo positions in combat operations. 
The savings, he anld. stemmed from 
surveys ot "dual staffing, overstntf- 
Ing and mla-nsilgnmenls" conduct- 
ed by Ihe nrnicd services Jn co- 
operation wlUi Uie house Rroup. 

The defense department report 
said that as of last June 30 there 
were about 3 J03,000 men and women 
in uniform.

"These reductions have taken 
place wllhoul diminishing the cf- 
fcclivencss of combat forces. 

"Tliey were accomplished prin- 
cipally by reducing the number of 

n-combat Jobs and ahlfUng them 
the operating forces; by review- 
ing manpower requirements more 
carefully; by Improvements In train- 
ing procedures and reductions In 
nonefteetive time, such as lha Ume 
required for personnel processing.'
